The Global Graduate initiative was developed to help HISD students be successful in college 
and in the global workforce upon graduation. The program emphasizes six characteristics in its 
Global Graduate Profile: A Leader, Adaptable and Productive, A College-Ready Learner, A 
Critical Thinker, A Skilled Communicator, and A Responsible Decision Maker. 


Board Goal #2 states that the percentage of graduates meeting the Global Graduate standards 
as measured by the College and Career Readiness component of the Texas accountability 
system will increase three percentage points annually from the 2017 baseline of 52 percent to 
67 percent by 2022. To see how well the district is doing in preparing students to be Global 
Graduates, a survey was administered through the HUB to all HISD high school students during 
Spring 2020 (February 10 — March 13, 2020). The same survey was administered in Spring 
2019 (April 8 — May 3, 2019) and through Survey Monkey® in Spring 2018 (April 2-20, 2018). 
This report analyzes survey responses collected from the 2020 administration and changes 
from the Spring 2019 and 2018 administrations. 


Key findings include: 

e There was a total of 10,053 responses on at least one survey item during the Spring 2020 
survey administration, which represents approximately 18.8 percent of HISD high school 
students. In comparison, there were 16,018 responses on at least one survey item (30.3 
percent of HISD high school students) in Spring 2019 and 19,696 responses to at least one 
survey item (38.2 percent of HISD high school students) in Spring 2018. 

e Similar to the 2018 and 2019 survey results, most students answered “Strongly Agree” or 
“Agree” on almost all survey items although students generally selected less favorable 
responses for the survey items in the Adaptable & Productive section. 

e The three items with the highest average scores on a scale of 1 to 5 in 2020 were: 

o Myschool offers a number of college-level courses that | can take, such as AP, IB, and/or 
dual credit (3.99). 

o | have regular opportunities to study and work with other students (3.90). 

o Myschool provides a number of interesting opportunities for me to learn more about the 
world around me (including clubs, after-school activities, service projects, and student 
leadership roles) (3.84). 

e The three items with the lowest average scores were: 

o | get the chance to serve my community through my school work (3.12). 

o The work | do at school is meaningful to me personally (3.20). 

o | get to meet professionals from careers I’m interested in at events with career-oriented 
speakers, college tours, and/or work-based learning (3.24). 


e The change in average score from the Spring 2018 to 2020 survey results ranged between - 
0.12 and 0.20, which indicates the distribution of responses did not change much. The 
cumulative change in results from 2018 to 2020 was 0.12, which indicates that overall, 
students scored more favorably in 2020. 

e The item with the largest increase in average score from 2018 to 2020 was: 

o My school provides a number of interesting opportunities for me to learn more about the 
world around me (including clubs, after-school activities, service projects, and student 
leadership roles). 


Administrative Response 


Secondary Curriculum and Development 

The student survey results suggest that most high school students consider the district's efforts 
to provide opportunities for students to develop as Global Graduates to be generally helpful. 
Especially encouraging is the increase in students who state that their school provides many 
interesting opportunities to learn more about the world through projects and activities. 
Responses with the lowest average scores — having the chance to serve the community through 
schoolwork, engaging in learning that is personally meaningful, and the ability to connect with 
career professionals — will guide departmental goal setting for the 2020—2021 school year. The 
Secondary Curriculum and Development team will continue to support students in the 
development of key soft skills as an integral part of tier one instruction in all core instructional 
areas. The department will regularly embed skill-development activities in the district curriculum, 
systematically leverage the district's one-to-one laptop environment to enhance the relevancy 
and engagement of learning opportunities, and expand opportunities for students to investigate 
important questions and create relevant work products as part of daily instruction. Additionally, 
the department will continue its work with high school Campus Instructional Technologists and 
department chairs to increase access to real-world learning experiences throughout the year, 
culminating with the Together with Tech project exhibitions in the spring. 


Strategy and Innovation 
The district is committed to ensuring that students are aware of post-secondary opportunities 


and have the tools needed to be successful in college & careers. The district is pleased to see 
that several of the items with the highest averages show that students are aware of the college- 
level course offerings at their schools and college readiness exams. The Office of Strategy and 
Innovation will continue to support and provide access to the PSAT, SAT, and AP exams at no 
cost to students and families. College & Career Advisors will continue to encourage students to 
take advantage of opportunities to demonstrate success on these exams, such as by utilizing 
the free, online Knan Academy SAT preparation tool that creates personalized study plans for 
students. 


We have implemented direct college and career exploration programming in grades 9-11 
through our Launch IGNITE program. Launch Scholars visit industries and regional colleges, 
focusing on career pathways. In the fall, seniors have the opportunity to attend a districtwide 
College and Career Fair, in which students learn first-hand about workforce training pathways at 
Houston Community College. In the spring, we host districtwide career and industry awareness 
events: When | Grow Up and Career & Military Signing Day. In the summer, rising seniors have 
the opportunity to attend numerous regional university tours, and graduates can enroll in fast 
track academic and career bridge programs at HCC. Throughout the fall and spring, elementary, 


middle, and high school students are provided opportunities to visit local, regional, and out-of- 
state colleges through Project Explore, Launch, ACES, ROSES, EMERGE, and Miles Ahead. 


In addition to supporting college & career advisors at the high school level, the district recently 
launched a set of online college & career modules that will provide middle school students with 
information such as the importance of pursuing rigorous coursework and how to prepare for 
college readiness assessments. The district will also work to expand opportunities for students 
to attend college fairs and conduct industry visits to expose students to numerous post- 
secondary paths. 


In addition to ensuring students are aware of post-secondary opportunities through options such 
as AP, Dual Credit, and IB, the district is continuously striving to expand relevant career-related 
activities. The district has expanded the number of business partners that provide hands-on 
experiences through student work-based learning, facility tours, providing guest speakers, and 
offering teacher externships. As the number of students who enroll in Career & Technical 
Education (CTE) pathways increases, the district plans on continuing expansion of relevant 
career-oriented opportunities for each campus. Partnerships with organizations such as 
Memorial Hermann, CVS, Marek Brothers Construction, SAP, and Amazon provide practical 
learning experiences. These learning experiences are a natural follow-up to the theory-based 
instruction students have received in their CTE courses. The district will work to expand 
partnerships with organizations to further the learning and career opportunities afforded to HISD 
students to further their post-secondary paths.

items in the Adaptable & Productive section.

o | get to meet professionals from careers I’m interested in at events with career-oriented speakers, 
college tours, and/or work-based learning (3.24). 
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e The change in average score from the Spring 2018 to 2020 survey results ranged between -0.12 and 
0.20, which indicates the distribution of responses did not change much. The cumulative change in 
results from 2018 to 2020 was 0.12, which indicates that overall, students scored more favorably in 
2020. 


e The item with the largest increase in average score from 2018 to 2020 was:

e Bellaire HS had the highest number of survey respondents (1,893), followed by Wisdom HS with 1,186 


respondents. Ten schools had fewer than five respondents, of which five are Charter or Alternative 
schools.

Methods 


This report analyzes survey responses collected from the 2020 administration of the survey and changes 
from the Spring 2019 and 2018 administrations. Academic Services Memos were sent to high school 
principals to ask high school students to complete the survey in their Homeroom or Advisory classes. 
Reminders were also sent from the Curriculum department and the School Offices and given at meetings 
attended by Area Superintendents, School Support Officers, and Lead Principals. 


Limitations 

Campuses had discretion with how they publicized the survey to students. As a result, some campuses had 
high participation rates while others had very low participation rates. Overall survey results may be skewed 
by those campuses with high participation rates. 


Results 


Participation 

There was a total of 10,053 responses on at least one survey item during the Spring 2020 survey 
administration, which represents approximately 18.8 percent of HISD high school students. In comparison, 
there were 16,018 responses on at least one survey item (30.3 percent of HISD high school students) in 
Spring 2019 and 19,696 responses to at least one survey item (38.2 percent of HISD high school students) 
in Spring 2018) (Figure 1, p. 4).

e Students also selected less favorable responses for the last two items in the College-Ready Learner 
section compared to the second and third items. 


e Inthe Skilled Communicator section, students selected less favorable responses for the last two items 
compared to the other items in these sections. 


e Inthe Responsible Decision Maker section, students selected less favorable responses for the third 
and fourth items. 


e The 2020 survey included two open response items. 

0. The first item asked students “What is the best thing your school is doing to prepare you for life 
after high school?” In response, many students noted that their schools offer advanced college- 
level courses such as Advanced Placement (AP), dual-credit, and classes at Houston Community 
College (HCC) to prepare them for the rigor they will face in college. Other students mentioned 
their schools’ excellent college and career centers, taking career-centered courses, and having 
guidance counselors who help them apply for scholarships. Still other students answered that their 
schools are teaching them basic life skills such as time management, communication skills, 
leadership skills, teamwork, and money management. Some responses differed based on students’ 
grade levels; there were some 9'" and 10'" graders who noted that their schools were not yet 
preparing them for life after high school. 
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o The second item asked students “What is one thing your school could do right now to improve how 
it prepares students for life after high school?” The most common response from students was for 
their schools to teach more basic life skills such as financial education and independent living. 


Overall survey results may be skewed by the campuses with more survey respondents. Appendix A (pp. 
11-310) shows the survey results by campus. 


Conclusion 


Most respondents answered “Strongly Agree” or “Agree” to almost all survey items, which indicates the 
district is implementing the Global Graduate initiative effectively. Attention should be given to the items with 
the lowest average score to see how the program can be improved. Results by campus, which are found 
in Appendix A, can also be compared to see if some campuses seem to be implementing the program 
better than others.
